I am glad to now stand 
on th« platform with my fellow citi¬ 
zen. Ferguson. I did not stand out so 
much an an Individual. For two years 
I was elected president of the Equity 
Society, and as wo saw this contract 
meant annihilation to our society I 
went Into the fight to make good the 
trust put In my hands. Though an 
unpopular move. I stood out singly to 
uphold my trust, though as an indiv¬ 
idual I would not have done so. Since 
it Is over I believe It has strengthened 
Itoth societies and helped the protec¬ 
tion of th© tobacco growers.

Precinct Unions. 


Muskogee, Okie., Aug. 16—Attorneys 
for Gov. Charles X. Haskell and the 
five other defendants Indicted In con¬ 
nection with the alleged Muskogee town 
lot frauds to-day filed motions in tho 
Federal Court here to quash the Indict¬ 
ments, setting forth a number of sensa¬ 
tional allegations. 

Aside from charges against five grand 
Jurors and the allegation of Improper 
conduct on the part of United 
States Marshal Grant Victor, the 
allegations dealt largely with the se¬ 
lection of the grand Jury, with espe¬ 
cial objection to the exclusion of Mus¬ 
kogee county, th© home of the defend¬ 
ants. from th© territory from which the 
Jury was chosen. 

It Is alleged that George W. Strawn, 
J. H. Dixon, J. C. Burgess. A G. Du¬ 
ma* and W. T. Bailey, members of the 
grand Jury which indicted the defend¬ 
ants, deliberately sought to go on that 
Jury with a view of returning Indict¬ 
ments; that Strawn. as foreman, con¬ 
spired to Intimidate the other Jurors 
Into voting indictments after they had 
1 refused to do ao... 

The motion Insists that Foreman 
Strawn repeatedly told the Jurors that 
they probably would be charged with 
perjury If they failed to Indict, and at 
one time, when the ballot stood eight to 
eight, he called for an open vote so he 
would know who should be prosecuted. 

It Is alleged that out of eight tales¬ 
men selected seven were partisan Re¬ 
publicans. and th© eighth, a bitter per¬ 
sonal enemy of Gov. Haskell, |* a 
Democrat. 

After pointing out numerous techni¬ 
calities In the manner and time of the 
grand Jury’s selection, the motion de¬ 
clares there wos no evidence presented 
to show a conspiracy to defraud, and 
that the Secretary of the Interior and 
ail of its departments In the Indian Ter¬ 
ritory* were fully aware of now th*> town 
lots were scheduled and that no objec¬ 
tion was raised. 

The six defendants were indicted by 
the Federal grand Jury at Tulsa. Okla.. 
on May 27. charged with obtaining tl-

The five co-nefendants of Gov. Has¬ 
kell. all wealthy and prominent citi¬ 
zens of Oklahoma, are: C. W. Turner.

Gov. Haskell and six other defend¬ 
ants had previously been Indicted on 
the same charge, hut on April 10 last 
Federal Judge John A. Marshall, of 
Uteh, upheld a motion for the defend¬ 
ants to quash the Indictments.

Aug. 16.—More rain by m I- 
lions of tons fall oi JdtU'hoitan U&uV 
during the pa>t twenty-four hours than 
in any August day yet recorded by the 
weather bureau. The official precipi¬ 
tation was 4.65 Inches, almost two Inch¬ 
es more than for all the days of August 
thus far. And It wa* colder than any 
day this summer. The temperature 
sank to 56. 


London. Aug. 16.—The House of 
Common* unanimously passed the sec¬ 
ond reading of the South African Con¬ 
stitution bill to-night. In the course 
of the debate former Premier Balfour 
said that the House In dealing with (he 
question of a Constitution for the fed¬ 
eration of South African colonies—the 
Tranevanl, Cape Colony, the Orange 
River State and Natal—was discussing 
one of the most important events In 
the history of tho British Empire, Tho 
bill, he declare, was a most wonderful 
Issue from alt the controversies, bit¬ 
ter bloodshed and difficulties to peace 
and he believed the world could not 
show anything like it. 

The race problem, Mr. Balfour saJd, 
was but a fractional part of th© grea/t 
questions Parliament was now decid¬ 
ing. He strongly denied that it waa 
Intended to give the colored races 
equality with Europeans, declaring that 
so far a* the Government, society and 
th© hlrher forms of civilization were 
concerned. It would be Impossible to 
give, equal rights to tho colored races 
with©**; threatening the whole fabric 
of civilization. 

In th© opinion of Mr* Balfour, the 
best hope for the solution of this great 
problem was to place absolute and Im¬ 
plicit confidence In the representative 
institutions the South African* are now 
creating and for the home Government 
not to meddle with it. He added that 
he desired to do nothing that would 
hamper the Government In carrying out 
a uioiiruro so essential to the * future 
ot Afrh a. 


TURKISH PEOPLE AROUSED. 

Bring Pressure To Bear On Govern¬ 
ment At Constantinople. 

Washington. A eg. 16.—Mr. Einstein, 
secretary of the American Embassy at 
Constantinople, ha.* cabled the State 
Department that the situation there is 
endangered, owing to the pressure 
which is being brought to bear on the 
Sublime Porte to demand fresh cate¬ 
gorical explanations at Athens regard¬ 
ing Crete and Macedonia. 

The Greek Government, Mr. Einstein 
adds, appears to have placed itself en¬ 
tirely in the hands of the four protect¬ 
ing Powers who are continuing their 
concllatory effort* While the possibil¬ 
ity of hostilities is said to be by no 
mean* removed, hope* are expressed of 
a peaceful solution of the dlfflcuitle*.

FRENCH CHARGES 
ARE UNFOUNDED 


FOR HIM STRONG 


No Discrimination In Ap¬ 
plying New Tariff. 


Suffers Because of Reciproc¬ 
ity Treaties. 


Uncle Sam Hopes To Avoid 
Commercial War. 


W0ULDHURT BOTH COUNTRIES 


Washington, Aug. 16.—If thnre has 
been any discrimination against Franoe 
in the application of the provisions of 
tho new tariff to that country, offiotrs 
of this Government are not aware of it. 
They are quite confluent that the im¬ 
pression which scorns to obtain m some 
quarter* In Franco that such is Uie 
case. Is founded upon a complete mis¬ 
understanding of the facts. These ma> 
be alrnply stated from the point of view 
of the executive branch of this Gov- 
eranent 

In the first place, France,, together 
with Switzerland and Bulgaria, had 
reciprocity arrangements with the 
United States, under tho Urms of 
which certain of their produces were 
admitted to tills country at considera¬ 
bly reduced rates, compared with thoae 
that were paid by countries which did 
not enjoy such arrangements. 

• • • 

Time of Expiration Named. 


But other countries, mostly in Eu¬ 
rope. seeing the advantage that tha 
three countries named were enjoying, 
entered Into similar reciprocity with 
the United States. In their case, how¬ 
ever, the precaution was taken to state 
lr the body «»f the treaties or agree¬ 
ments. the exact period of the legal no¬ 
tice required to terminate them*-a 
course not followed in tho arrange¬ 
ments with France, Switzerland and 
Bulgaria. 

In enacting the new tariff. Congress 
directed the President to have regard 
to the stipulated periods In terminat¬ 
ing the reciprocity arrangements with 
the various countries, and also provid¬ 
ed that where there was no stipulated 
term, tlx months from April 30 was to 
be regarded ns the date of termination. 

This actAcn wus duly communicated 
by the State Department to Franco, 
Switxerland and Bulgaria, the execu¬ 
tive branch of tho Government Leing 
absolutely bound by .the dlrfe tlun « f 
Congress In this matter. At the same 
time it Is stated that the President is 
entirely willing to consider carefully 
any representations In the nature of a 
protest that mity be made, indted, 
there Is reason to believe that ex¬ 
changes on the subject have tak*u 
place.

Effect of New Act. 


It may be Interesting to know Jus! 
what effect the application of the new 
tariff would have on the commercial re¬ 
lations between France and tho United 
States, presuming the normal cours-* 
was followed, and also what might b* 
the results of a tariff war brought 
about through the application by both 
countries of punitive maximum rates. 

The balance of trade with Fia^e 
was In oifr favor during the fiscal year 
of 1908. showing exports of $116,000,000 
os against imports of SI 12,000,000. a re¬ 
versal of conditions in the previous 
year, when French imports amounted 
to I128.0o0.000. a* against exports to 
that country of $114,000,000. Each 
country will suffer should a tariff war 
between France and the United Htates 
«>nsue and reprlseds bo mAd* by apply¬ 
ing the maximum rates of the respect¬ 
ive tariffs. 

The maximum rates of France show- 
large Increases over her minimum or 
conventional rates, while the minimum 
rates of this country also show mate¬ 
rial Increases in the article* covered 
by the reciprocity agxssnum*-

IJtfder the French maximum tariff 
lard and its compounds are Inereaaed 
from 25 francs pv 100 kilograms, the 
minimum rate, to 4b francs maximum. 
In manufactured and prepared p^rk 
meats, the Increase is from DO to 100 
francs p*r 100 kilograms. Porto Rico 
cx»ffee, by the application of the French 
maximum rates, would be Increased In 
duty from 136 francs per 100 kilograms, 
to 300 francs, while crude and refined 
mineral oils would be required to pay 
16 francs and 26 franci per 100 kilo¬ 
grams an ndvai.ee from 9 francs, and 
an equivalent of 13H francs, rcsoect- 
tlie conventional rates. Thes^ 
products form a good portion of our 
exports to Franoe under the reciprocity

POLICE TO THE RESCUE. A FEW FACTS AND FIGURES. 


The polio# of the Third district re 
cel vcJ two riot calls within an hour 
from the same neighborhood yesterday 
afternoon, and while both had an al¬ 
most harmless finale, the lives of two 
men were In Jeopardy. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock, word was re¬ 
ceived at the Central station that 
mob of negroes was about to take the 
life of Clarence Horn, near Eleventh 
and Chestnut streets. Sergt. Buck 
Miller and a number of patrolmen were 
hurried to the scene. When they ar¬ 
rived a crowd of several hundred ne¬ 
groes had surrounded the saloon of 
George Thoben, and were vociferously 
clamoring for the life of Horn. The 
police, by the vigorous use of their 
maces on dark pates, soon scattered 
the gathering, and then learned the 
cause of the trouble.

Blocked NegTo Parade. 


Horn Is a driver for the Merchants' 
Ice and Cold Storage Company, and he 
tried to cross Chestnut street at Elev¬ 
enth during the progress of a negro 
parade. One of the members of the 
Uniform Rank. Knights of Something 
or Other, Jumped out of a victoria In 
line and caught the heads of the Ice- 
wagon horses. It is said that Horn de¬ 
manded that the negro keep hands off. 
and when the order was not compiled 
with, got down from his seat. and. go¬ 
ing close to the negro, got threaten¬ 
ing In his manner. Then someone in 
the crowd of colored men threw a 
boulder, and Ed Reese and Will Wil¬ 
ton, who were Impeding the progress of 
the Ice wagon, closed In with Horn. 
He used his Ice books on both men and 
they were severely hurt. 

At sight of the bloodshed, the hun¬ 
dreds of negroes who were gathered 
about the men tried to get at the ice¬ 
man, but he was quick and made his 
way to the shelter of the saloon before 
they got him. Tho angry crowd was 
hold outside the saloon by white men 
until the police arrived. 

Wilson and Reese were taken to the 
city hospital, where their wounds were 
dressed Horn was placed in Jail on a 
charge of malicious striking.

Five Hunderd In Negro Mob. 


The water-cooler test has been ap¬ 
plied to the School Board reform, 
and "reform'* In city affairs, and 
tho city hall brand of "reform" has 
been found to be badly want¬ 
ing by comparison with the Jlmon- 
pure article now making IU homo at 
School Board headquarters. The hot 
weather forced the School Board and 
the City Buyer into the market for 
water-coolers—that breezy variety of 
enameled can. painted a rich red with 
yellow roses twined about the cylin¬ 
drical shape, and the high market that 
existed when Otto Yost. City Buyer, 
went after the coolers, and the low 
prices that prevailed when Sam Jonea 
the business director of the School 
Board, bought a tulip embellished cool¬ 
er. make a pretty little example of the 
difference between "reform" and re¬ 
form. 

As shown in the accompanying Illus¬ 
tration, Mr. Yost bought a slx-g&llon 
cooler and Mr. Jones purchased a 10- 
gallon cooler. Mr. Yost found the 
market ranging high, and city vouch¬ 
ers. which have been approved and 
paid, show that his coolers cost him $11 
apiece. Including the stAnd and the 
little maroon bucket which catches 
the waste water, which only shows 
that roses come high. Mr. Jones 
bought his ten-gallon water-cooler— 
Including a stand and a maroon 
woste-wator bucket—for $8.75, which 
■hows that tulips are not so expensive. 
The voucher for the 111 six-gallon cool¬ 
er and stand In the office of Frank L. 
Watson. Clerk of the Police Clourt, calls 
for a cooler of that six©. Mr. Jones* 
bills calls for & ten-gallon steel, enam- 
el-Uned cooler, to cost $8.75 with the 
stand. Whether the City Buyer's cooler 
In Mr. Watson's office Is enamel-lined 
Is unknown.

Did Not Stop At On* 


Is enjoying reform. The city hall Is 
drinking water out of six-gallon $11 
water-coolers. If it were coal or sta¬ 
tionery or groceries Mr. Yost had 
purchased he might have been excused 
on the ground of Ignorance, The water¬ 
coolers are right In his line. He was 
In the hardware business before he be¬ 
came the "reform" City Buyer, and 
everyone knows that water-coolers are 
sold only by hardware men. 

The wntrr-coolers were not pur¬ 
chased from the same firm. How Mr. 
Yost Just stumbled on the highest 
prlct?d coolers Is yet to be related. It 
was certainly a coincidence that ho 
didn't go where coolers ore cho »p~*nd 
that he liked the first high-priced 
cooler ao well that he got more of 
them. 

School Trustee P. O. Coker might 
find a fertile field for a whole lot of In¬ 
teresting comparisons—the kind he Is 
ao fond of—If It could be arranged to 
turn him loose In the City Buyer's of¬ 
fice for an afternoon or two. Mr. 
Yost Is the City Buyer who purchased 
from the Drummond Manufacturing 
Company the sewer caps on which the 
city recovered rr^tny hundreds of dol¬ 
lars through the energy of Alderman J. 
Duff Reed, who has been so active, by 
the way. In the Board of Aldermen and 
so independent that the administration 
did not give him a rv nomination.

Ham¬ 
mond gained and finally the patrolman 
came to a cab. He Jumped In. caused 
the driver to whip up to a gallop and 
eventually caught up with the negro.

ELI BROWN ALSO ADDRESSES 
PRISON ASSOCIATION. 

JUDGE LINDSEY ON PROBATION 


Seattle, Aug. 16.—The debate In the 
American Prison Association Congress 
to-day on the "Indiana plan** for pre¬ 
venting the propagation of criminals 
and Idiots developed almost unanimous 
sentiment for the plan. The discus¬ 
sion. according to President GHmnur. 
of Toronto. Canada, was the most prof¬ 
itable the association has held In years. 

The report of the committee on pre¬ 
vention and probation, presented by 
Judge Ben Lindsey, of the Denver Ju¬ 
venile Court. 6ald In part: 

**Our criminal law. as It came down 
to ua through feudalism, was an In¬ 
strumentality of government far from 
perfect, even for the purposes for which 
it was Intended. Admitting that It 
was necessary and Justifiable as a sys¬ 
tem In that period of social develop¬ 
ment—as wo must—yet we must 
equally admit It must do more harm 
than good as long as It rests alone on 
force, vlolenco, vengeance and punish¬ 
ment. 

"The time may come, however far 
In the future It may be. or how un¬ 
prepared we may be for It now, when 
the State will come to deal with a 
criminal much as we now do with the 
Insane. 

"But thla treatment of the criminal 
will be as unlike the extreme methods 
In vogue, of stripes. Iron cells and other 
romlnders of degradation as It Is In the 
treatment of the Insane, who within 
a century were as completely brutalised 
and degraded as convicts are now." 

Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, of Washington, 
spoke on "The Harmonies of Progress" 
and Ell Brown, of Frankfort. Ky„ on 
"Probation In the 8outh." 

In tho absence of Dr. Harry C. Sharp, 
of Jeffersonville, Ind., his paper wait 
read by Amos W. Butler, of Indianap¬ 
olis After a discussion of the outdoor 
plan of treating convict* In which every 
speaker told of the good results, of ban¬ 
ishing armed guards and putting the 
prisoners on honor, the debate on the 
Indiana plan was begun by a delegate 
moving that Dr. Sharp's paper be sup¬ 
pressed on the ground thit the Indiana 
plan was contrary to the Bible. 

One dclegute objected to the debating 
being continued before women, who 
composed at least one-third of the 
audience. Thereupon the women dele¬ 
gates at once took the lead In the con¬ 
troversy . led by Mrs. Weeks, president 
of the Philadelphia Social Purity 
League. 

Mrs. L. R. Eastwood, of South Da¬ 
kota. advocated chloroforming IdJots 
and this made the delegates laugh. 

During the debate It was announced 
that Connecticut and California hod 
followed Indiana. The motion to sup¬ 
press was not put to a vote. President 
Gtlmour said It would not have received 
three votes.

It was in the harbor 
at Masampho that Admiral Togo aad 
his fleet were hidden when they were 
"missing" for some time during tho 
Russo-Japanese War. A navai base 
at Mosarnpho is Intended to gtvo Japan 
a commanding position upon the Yellow 
Sea. 

The virtual annexation of Korea by 
Japan was the climax of some twenty 
or thirty yea^s of diplomatic dickering, 
intriguing and war, punctuated by a 
number of moves distinctly discredit¬ 
able to Japan as a civilised and mod¬ 
ernised, and westernized, power. It 
was not so many years ago that the 
gueea of Korea was ruthlessly murder¬ 
ed in her apartments by Japanese bul¬ 
lies or "soehi" employed for that pur¬ 
pose by the Minister from Japan and 
the Taiwonkun, the former Regent of 
.Korea, who had been sent into exile, 
for sufficient reasons, when China re¬ 
tained her suzerainty over the Land 
of the Morning &alm. At & trial In 
Hiroshima, a Japanese court handed 
down a decision acquitting the men 
who had planned the murder, who had 
surrounded the palace with Japanese 
troops to protect their murderers, and 
who had looked on while the Queen 
was stabbed to death and dragged into 
the palace grounds, where a match 
was touched to her garments after they 
had been saturated with kerosene. That 
decision is one of the most remarkable 
ocumenis in modern—or ancient—Orlm- 
Inal annals. It is nothing more or less 
than a warm approval of a murder done 
for political reasons under a contract 
made and entered Into by responsible 
representatives of the Toklo Govern¬ 
ment, the court going so far as to set 
forth the details of the plot and de crib 0 
the killing as having been done In the 
interest of the Imperial Government of 
Japan. 

When. In later years, the Japanese 
reduced Korea to tho condition of a 
vassal State, by forcing members of 
the Korean Cabinet at the sword's 
point to sign away the country's Inde¬ 
pendence, the treaty promises of Japan 
to maintain the Integrity of Korea were 
broken. Those promises have been 
made time and again. They formed tho 
keynote of Japan's aggression In Korea 
when sh* was maneuvering for posi¬ 
tion'there before the war with China 
and again when she was maneuvering 
against Russia before the Russo-Japan¬ 
ese War. The Powers did not Intervene 
at this Juncture, although the dispatch¬ 
es from Seoul told of the Koreans 
kneeling before the palace gates 
throughout bitterly cold nights protest¬ 
ing. after the national fashion, against 
having been turned over to, the Japan¬ 
ese. The suicides of Korean statesman, 
.soldiers and scholars were reported. The 
withdrawal of the United States Lega¬ 
tion at Seoul, In prompt response to the 
representations of Japan that the Em¬ 
peror had agreed to recall his Minister* 
from foreign countries and turn over 
h»s foreign affairs to Japan, was com¬ 
mented upon at the time o* being pre-

They liav© given to us and to themselves 
a heritage of future groatnes* os certain 
as the stars, and we salute th© patience, 
tho genius «qnd th© spirit of 'never ©ay 
d!o* which marked their progress and 
crowned their triumph. Now let us All 
pull together. The way has been cleared 
to Olympus, and n golden prise awaits us 
at th© top.

This rhapsody la inspired by the 
fact that one small town, Wilmington, 
has elected to take a seat in the an¬ 
nexation bandwagon and to join Los 
Angeles In the cheerful and never- 
ending perfoimance of blowing Its 
horr.i and beaming its drums. Who 
could or would be a pessimist or a 
doubting Thomas In the light of such 
flamboyant prophecy? That is the sort 
of faith that U moving mountains la 
Lob Angeles, nud annihilating space 


and where press and people combine 
In "a long pull, a strong pull and a 
pull altogether." Therein lies th© chief 
reason why Los Angt-lcs Is growing at 
so rapid a rate that the National Cen¬ 
sus Bureau declines to moke a guess 
at Its population. 


Th© Apotheosis of Judge Lynch. 

"Monroe, La. Aug. 15.— News was re¬ 
ceived her© to-day of th© lynching of 
a negro near Doas, in Moorehous© par¬ 
ish. Thursday night. Tit© negro wa* 
hanged from a tree by the roadside near 
his home, and hi© body riddled with bul¬ 
lets. Considerable Ul feeling Is said to 
hav© been entertained against th© negro 
because h© brought ©utt against a white 
resident of that community who had 
killed a cow belonging to the negro."— 
(Associated Press dispatch. 

This murder must not bo regarded 
as a mere frolic of outlaws, it Is a 
ceremonial exalting Judge Lynch to di¬ 
vine honor*. The principle laid down 
heretofore In mob murders has been 
that "there are case© In which citizens 
may take the law Into their own 
hands." That doctrine is, of course, 
subversive of order and provocative" of 
geueral outlawry. Followed to Its ul¬ 
timate analysis—and It Is so followed, 
asth© record of mob murders will 
show*—It means that wherever, and 
whenever, three or more men wish 
to kill another they may do so. In 
<*ne Instance of mob murder th© vic¬ 


tim Is charged with criminal assault 
In another ho Is charged with man¬ 
slaughter; in another he Is charged 
with shooting and wounding: In an¬ 
other he la charged with offensive lan¬ 
guage to a woman. The crimes al¬ 
leged—and not always proven—vary in 
degree. The punishment 1* the same 
[in_cvcry case. The Judges are the 

Joy an outing, winding up In a hang¬ 
ing. Despite the Insane ravings of 
DenJamln Ryan Tillman to the con¬ 
trary, no lynching party ever repre¬ 
sents the spirit of law and order; each 
band of lynchers stands for lawless¬ 
ness and encourages It by precept and 
example. But the benighted citizens—or 
let us rather say "denizens—of Moore 
house parish carry the theory of lynch 
ing further. Their dictum Is that 
when a negro Invokes the aid of the 
law, and asks that his cause against 
a neighbor be adjudicated. It shall be 
tho duty of the prominent citizens of 
the vicinage to seize the plaintiff by 
the scruff of the neck and th© bosom 
of the pantaloons, drag him to tho 
nearest tree, hang him and riddle him 
with bullets to give expression to the 
111 fooling entertained against him. 
and— presumably—to proclaim the 
stem determination of the bone and 
sinew of society to put down anyone 
and everyone of one color who shall 
have the effrontery to seek redress In 
court against a neighbor of another 
color. 

This not only elevates our notorious 
friend. Judge Lynch, above tho plane of 
Legislatures and courts of law, but 
deifies him. It not only deifies him* 
but also places him above th© Almighty, 
who Is quoted In Holy Writ os saying 
that vengeance Is His and that He 
will r«pay. 

The deepest humiliation to the very 
considerable proportion of Americans 
who advocate civilization and govern 
ment by Che people, through their prop¬ 
erly constituted representatives, 
against savagery without law, without 
pity and without shame, la th© knowl 
edge that where the temper of a com¬ 
munity is such that a crime of this 
sort Is possible, brutalisation Is so 
complete and so widespread that the 
probability of the punishment—or 
sincere attempt at the apprehension— 
of th© perpetrators of the crime Is ex¬ 
ceedingly remote. 

The Grade Crossing. 

The Indiana Railroad Commission 
announce© its Intention of renewing its 
effort before the next Legislature for 
enactments that will eradicate grade 
crossings. The Indianapolis Star says: 

"To enforce th© needs of such legislation, 
the fatalities during th© quarter end¬ 
ing with June will be quoted. During 
th© three months thero were twenty per 
sons killed on crossings of the steam 
roads and fifteen by electric cars by th© 
some means. Th© number of casualties 
was double the fatalities. 

"Th© legislation sought last winter wi 
a law that provided for the elimination 
of one grade crossing to ©very hundred 
miles of track, the expenses to be divided 
between th© railroad company and the 
county In which th© crossing Is located, 
at a ratio of ?R per cent, to the railroad 
and 25 per cent, to the county. This law 
failed to paas, and will be recommended 
again by the commission. 

Such a law would mean th© gradual 
disappearance of th© deadly grade 
crossing. For a State with many rail 
roads and electrlc lines Ilk© Indiana it 
would b© a very conservative begin¬ 
ning for the abatement of th© evil. It 
Is time that some -ttontioi* should be 
paid to the grad© crossing in Kentucky. 

Th© enactment of a measure like that 
% 

recommended by the Indiana Railroad 
Commission would bo a creditable 
piece of w'ork for the i^ext Legisla¬ 
ture. Moro Important for Kentucky, 
perhaps, would be a law providing 
against surface crossing© on railroads 
and electric lines that may be con¬ 
structed 1:. -e future. Such provision, 
while It need not b© applied to mere 
neighborhood roads or country lanes, 
certainly should be operatix© in cases 
where Important thoroughfares are 
crossed by railways.

Interesting School Question. 


Whether or not a county school board 
can appropriate money to run wagons 
to haul children to and from a consoli¬ 
dated sohoolhouse will bo argued Tues¬ 
day before Judge E. C. O'Reor. of the 
Court of Appeals, by attorneys repre¬ 
senting taxpayers of McCracken cobn- 
ty, who have obtained an Injunction 
to prevent the expenditure of the 
money, and Thomas McGregor. Assist¬ 
ant Attorney General, representing the 
State and the county school board. 

In McCracken county four school dis¬ 
trict© were consolidated, as Is pro¬ 
vided for in the BulHvan school law 
passt>d by the last Legislature. Tho 
county school board then ran vehicles 
to and from th© sohoolhouse where tho 
children of the fonsolldatod districts 
were taught, the children being hauled 
free over regular routes. Objection 
was made to this use of tho money 
and suit was brodght by taxpayers of 
McCracken county. Th© provision 
which allows the county school board 
to consolidate school districts was 
attacked, but the main contention was 
that th© money for running vehicles 
could not b© expended legally. The 
case cam© up before Judge W. M 
Reed. Circuit Judge, and he granted 
an injunction to restrain the board 
from spending th© money. He held 
that th© board had a right to con¬ 
solidate the school districts, but did 
not have a right to spend money for 
vehicles to haul th© children to and 
from the sehoolhouse. 

An appeal wa» taken from this de¬ 
cision and the whole question I© to be 
presented to Judge O’Rear on Tuesday. 
It Is probable that th© question will 
eventually b« referred ta the full Court 
of Appeals, as what It being done in 
McCracken county is also being don© 
in other counties In th© State.

Red Army Brings Fleet To 
Its Assistance.

SEVERAL SMALL SKIRMISHES. BOARDS MEET NEXT FRIDAY. 


Boston, Aug. 16.—The field of the 
war game now being played In South- 
eaatern Massachusetts became con¬ 
siderably enlarged to-night when It 
was announced that a theoretical fleet 
of battleships and smaller war craft 
was on Its way to assist the Invading 
army of the Red. by a series of night 
attacks on the Boston harbor defense. 
The harbor forts to-day received re- 
neforoements when the transport Sum¬ 
mer brought six companies of coaat 
artillery' from New York, a total of 
720 men. 

The newcomer* were distributed 
among Forts Heath, Banks, Andrews, 
Warren and Strong, and to-night each 
of these strongholds was fully manned 
to resist an attack by the fleet of the 
enemy. The "fleet” will consist of 
transports, tugs and mine planters, 
numbering fourteen in all. and each 
designated either as a battleship, 
cruiser or torpedo boat. They will 
carry six-pounder guns and small arms 
Instead of the big guns of the real war¬ 
ships. and the Are of the guns of the 
forts will be entirely sub-caliber. This 
sea war game will be umpired by Col, 
Cronkite. who is In general charge at 
the naval maneuvers, and by MaJ. A 
M. Hunter, of Governors Island, N. Y 
• • • 

Engagement Near. 


For the first time since the begin¬ 
ning of the war game between the 
army of the Red and the army of the 
Blue, the two forces to-right were In 
very close touch with each other. A 
general engagement seens not Im¬ 
probable to-morrow. 

The situation follows t day which 
proved eventful as decld*ng on which 
sides of the group of Lkes north of 
New Bedford Gen. Taster H. Bliss, 
commanding the Red u*my, would 
make his advance. Whlb he .sent the 
Tenth Cavalry and the FYurteenth New 
York Infantry toward viyrlcks Sta¬ 
tion on the extreme wes., this move¬ 
ment was only a feint an 4 the real ad¬ 
vance was along the etstem end of 
tftie line. To-nlght the headquarters of 
the commander-ln-chlef are about 
four mile* southwest of Mlddleboro, 
In the most strategic position.

Several Courses >pen. 


In this position Gen. Bliss Is so 
situated tha/t he still may have a 
chance to move hts arriy quickly 
around Assawontsett Lake, oast Watch 
Hill, und then swing hi* full strength 
against Gen. William A P*w's Blue 
forces on the latter's right wing, or he 
may even attempt to turn the right 
in upon Itself. 

Tb* advance of the Red ar.dy during 
the day was over a distance of about 
seven miles for the main body, although 
aom* of the troop* had-* tnuen longer 
march through than that. Some of the 
men of the Fourteenth covered about 
fifteen miles during the day, which, 
added to a‘ten-mlle march yesterday, 
made them a tired lot of infantrymen 
to-nlght. 

As a result of the forward move¬ 
ment, most of the forces of Oer. Bliss 
are concentrated around Rook Station 
and Mlddleboro, which was occupied 
this afternoon. Just before the ok>ae of 
the period at 1 o'clock Gen. Bliss drew 
back the Fourteenth New York and 
the Tenth Cavalry through EaM Free¬ 
town. the scene of the Sunday night en¬ 
campment of the main body, and hur¬ 
riedly marched them around Lakeside 
Park where they are encamped to¬ 
night. The Fourteenth New York, 
which In the morning constituted the 
advance guard of the left wing. Is now* 
the rear guard of the Red army and 
Is separated some distance from the 
main body.

Scouts In Skirmishes. 


In th ft forward movement the scouts 
of the two armies had several brief 
encounters in the vicinity of Mlddle¬ 
boro In the half hour preceding the 
close of thr day’s maneuvers. 

There was a conflict between a mlxod 
patrol of cavalrymen from Squadron 
A of New York and the b>-ex Troop 
of New Jersey, and a“3eTu foment of 
District of Columbia bicycle scouts, 
representing the Invaders, and a por¬ 
tion of the Eighth Massachusetts In¬ 
fantry. on outpost duty for th»* defence 
This resulted in the "killing" of ten 
cavalrymen and six Infantrymen, ac¬ 
cording to the umpire. It was mer y 
a skirmish, and at It* clcae th* two 
scouting partle* fell back to their sup¬ 
porting bodies. 

Just to the north of this point six 
Blue scouts were captured by a cavalry 
advance, a mixed patrol nndc up of 
members of several command 8 . With¬ 
out knowing It this mixed patrol w*s 
within a very short distance of a 
strong force of Blue infantry, which 
was marching toward Mlddleboro.

and providing a penalty of $25 for each 
day of Its failure to do so after a cer¬ 
tain time. The ordinance came from 
the.

Barrett, the chairman of the 
board. The proposed Improvement is 
to be thirty feet w*lde and about two 
blocks long. It was referred to the 
committee on streets and alleys, east 
em district. 

Next came seventy-two ordinances 
providing for the installation of four¬ 
teen fire hydrants and flfty-clght drink¬ 
ing fountains, to take the place of vari¬ 
ous comer pumps, which have been 
condemned. The ordinance* were re¬ 
ferred to the committee on gas and wa¬ 
ter. Before the meeting adjourned the 
committee reported them favorably and 
they w'ere passed.

The Bond Recorder resolution, which 
petitions the next Legislature to make 
a change in the manner of getting out 
on bond those unfortunate mortals who 
have been arrested, came up.

With a substitute to the ordinance 
which originated in the upper board 
at the last meeting, providing a penalty 
of $50 for the buying, selling or oth¬ 
erwise transferring of certificates of 
registration, nnd making the act a mis¬ 
demeanor, the lower board unanimously 
passed it. The ordinance reads the 
same, but the low*er board attached the 
sentence, "and aiding or abetting 
equally guilty." 

The ordinance introduced by Council¬ 
man Struss providing for the extension 
of the city limits to include tpe por¬ 
tion of territory of Jeff*. - "Tfi county ad¬ 
jacent to the pouthenstem limit* of the 
city, between the Preston-stroet road, 
the Flatllck road and Lawton avenue, 
was passed unanimously. 

By the act of the hoard last night 
Frank Stratton, the city auditor, will be 
reimbursed for the $9.50 he spent for 
stationery several months ago, wnen he 
went into office. Counc.lman Vo k^r- 
ding fathered the bill through the lower 
board. No Interest wna shown In the 
care last night This bill has caused a 
great deal of dark-lajitern Investigation 
In the past.

TAFT AND DIAZ TO MEET AT EL 
PASO OCTOBER 16. 


Official Announce meat t Made By 

Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of Mexioo. 


DECISION IN SUTTON CASE 
REACHED BY NAVAL BOARD. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 16.—The Sut¬ 
ton court of Inquiry cl«»sed to-day after 
two secret sessions, during which the 
testimony relative to the dwith, on 
October 13. 1907, of Lieut. James N. 
Sutton, Jr., U. S. M. C„ wa* gone over 
thoroughly. The findings were reach¬ 
ed and signed to-nlght. What they 
are the members of the court refused 
to say, a* they will be reviewed by the 
Navy Department at Washington be¬ 
fore being made public. 


Mexico City, Aug. 16.—The first of¬ 
ficial admission that President Diaz 
will meet President Taft next October 
was made by Minister of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Marasc&l to-day, when that offi¬ 
cial stated that all details of the 
historic event had been arranged with 
the exception of the granting of the 
permission to President Dias to leave 
Mexican aolL 

The Foreign Minister added that the 
Mexican Congreaa would convene on 
September 15, and that Immediately 
after President DU* had read his an¬ 
nual message he would ask the neces¬ 
sary permission to visit El FUso. The 
Minister said there was little doubt but 
what this would he immediately 
granted. 

According to Information received at 
the Deportment of Foreign Affairs, 
President Taft will arrive at El Paso 
at 9:40 o’clock on the morning of Oc¬ 
tober 16. President Diaz will also ar¬ 
rive from Mexico City art Ciudad Juar¬ 
ez about the same time, and he will 
then cross the frontier and meet Pres¬ 
ident Taft In El Paso. An hour later 
the President of the United States will 
return the visit to President Diaz at 
Ciudad Juarez, on the Mexican side.

Washington. D C\, Aug. 16.—(Sp©- 
flal.)—If President Taft, during his 
Western trip, discusses nil the things 
that have been suggested and helps this 
end that Republican member of Con¬ 
gress out of trouble, he Is likely to 
wear his voice ouL Mr. Taft Is to 
travel In Representative Taxvney'a dis¬ 
trict In Minnesota. Tawney Is the only 
< ne of the Minnesotans who wuuld sup¬ 
port the tariff bill recently passed. He 
tried to put a number of dents in It 
"‘>L‘fore it was finally cooked, but the 
organization fellows induced him to re¬ 
main regular and not side with the 
IlejtuMlcan Insurgents of the West. 

The tariff measure is known to be 
very unpopular in the Northwest. Taw¬ 
ney, within the past four years, has 
had a hard time to hold his seat In tho 
House, owing to the low tariff senti¬ 
ment In his district, and the talk is 
that the men who ara after hlrn will 
'nip him next time unless something Is 
done for him by the national adminis¬ 
tration.

Power Forgotten. 


As is well known Tawney is chair¬ 
man of the House Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee, and by virtue of the position, 
has great power in legislative circles 
here, but that Is apparently lost sight 
of out In his bailiwick where the people 
are bent on low taxes, and are known 
to be highly pleased with the attitude 
of Senators Nelson and Clapp, and the 
Republican Representatives from the 
State who refused to support the 
rayne-AMrioh bill. 

Former President Roosevelt and 
Tawney locked horns over tho secret 
sendee business, and went for each 
other without gloves during the last 
yedr of the Roosevelt administration.

Traffic Records To Be Broken. 


So many people are Just now engaged 
in predicting increased business that 
wen Chairman Knapp, of tho Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission, is taking 
a hard, und, although he gives no basis 
for his statenn-nts, other than his own 
individual opinions, hero Is how he fig¬ 
ures it out: 

“The railroads In 1907 had more busi¬ 
ness than they could do. They did not 
have the capacity to haul all the freight 
which was waiting to be moved. The 
railroads to-day are better equipped 
for handling .business than they were 
two years ago. and l expect to see the 
records broken. 

“What we refer to as a car short¬ 
age," added Mr. Knapp. "is g<n«raU? 
not a lack of cars It Is In raaltly a 
lack of trackage, terminal facilities, of 
sidings, of adequate power Take the 
caw of a great trans-continental lino 
which has a tunnel. Its through busi¬ 
ness Is limited to the capacity of that 
tunnel. A chain Is no stronger than 
Its weakest link and the same applies 
to a road's capacity for business." 

"Many of the roads have added to 
their efficiency." he said. “They have 
bought more engines, put on new' cars, 
built more track, improved their tracks 
and so on. The country has great crops 
and X look for a great year's business." 

Mr. Knapp sold he dla not know 
whether the expansion of the railroad 
equipment and trorkag* was keeping 
pace with the Increase of the country's 
buelnes©.

Dr. J. N. McCormack. Secretary of 
the Kentucky State Board of Health, 
likely will arrive to-day to attend the 
hearing. 

Since Dr. Bumeson and Dr. Grace 
are Federal Inspectors, there Is some 
doubt as to whether Sheriff Scholl and 
Magistrate Dorsey have Jurisdiction 
over them. This question is now being 
taken up with the authorities at Wash¬ 
ington and will be decided within a 
few days. 

• • • 

City Without Health Officer. 

In the opinion of Dr. B. W. Smock, 
County Health Officer, the city of Lou¬ 
isville is without a regular Board of 
Health. Dr. Smock said yesterday that 
Mayor Grlnstead Is without power and 
authority to appoint a City Health Off!- , 
ccr. He declares that the Laws of the 
State stipulate that In all cities of not 
less than 10,000 population a Board of 
Health of six members shall be 
elected by the General Council and 
they In turn shall meet and elect a 
Health Officer to serve a term of four 
years. Dr. Smock's views follow: 

"It would 8e«»m that Mayor Grln- 
*tead is also the confidential advisor 
of the Jefferson County Dairymen's 
Protective Association, and that there 
has been some sort of a confidential 
agreement as an excuse for the stand 
taken by the Mayor In his refusal to 
help ‘these autocratic State and coun¬ 
ty health officers to prevent babies 
from having to drink tubercular-laden 

milk. . , . 

•'As regard* the authority under 
which the State Board of Health Is 
acting. It might be well to state that 
chapter 6. section 49. of the Kentucky 
revised statutes states very plainly 
that the State Board of Health has 
tho authority to Issue its proclamation 
whenever It has reason to believe that 
contagious and Infections diseases af¬ 
fecting cattle have become a menace 
to life and health. 

"This section further gives the au 
thorlty to destroy diseased animals or 
quarantine them according to the rule* 
and regulations of the State Board of 
Health. Again, Sections 2047, 2054 and 
2055 prescribe further that the State 
Board of Health ahall have the au¬ 
thority to carry out the rules and pro¬ 
visions of the proclamation, and great 
powers are also given the local boards 
of health.” 

• • • 

8till Testing Cattle. 


The features of the pledge whlgh we 
desire to emphasize nro as follows: 

First—That each county shall commin¬ 
gle Its tobacco, in the 1906 and 1*07 pool* 
aorne counties wwr commingled and ao.nc 
were not. Experience has convinced the 
board that the plan of commingling is tt»« 
best; that the grower Is benefited by com- 
mingling because very few individuals 
have crops large enough to bo assorted 
by the hogshead Into the various grades 
so that the full value of each grade of 
tobacco can be obtained. In commingled 
counties tobacco brought about $1 per 
hundred more because the grades were 
properly classified and tho rull value of 
each grade waa obtained. The buyers were 
thus better satisfied on account of its ex¬ 
act grading. The commingled counties had 
a much smaller percentage of funked to¬ 
bacco than the other counties. 

Commingling simplifies the storing and 
delivery of the tobacco and prevents 
dumping and consequent hiwaults. and It 
removes the temptation to "nest" the to¬ 
bacco or handle It Improperly, because It 
I* handled by a disinterested pnrty wlwj Is 
responsible to the Board of Control. 

• • • 

The Penalty. 


Second—The 20 per cent, penally fixed 
In this pledge was to prevent dumping 
and to determine beforehand the matter 
of damages. These contracts are mutual 
contracts by the different growers with 
each other acting through the agency of 
tho society and tnls Is a guaranty on the 
p< ^ 1 lnCLn to hla neighbor that he 

will abide by the terms of his contract 
ar L, *?E uro H nx,Hl amount of damage 
which will accrue to the benefit of hla 
} n cliM * be breaks hla contract. 

1 hind—Jt is necessary in carrying 
on the business of th© society that the 
time and place for tho delivery of thin 
tobacco should be fixed by the board of 
control acting for the society, and this 
will facilitate the handling of the crop 
and will prevent the removal of the to¬ 
bacco in violation of contract. This 
board experienced a great deal of diffi¬ 
culty aud Inconvenience In securing de¬ 
liveries of the 1906 and 1907 crops be¬ 
cause no such condition wha in the 
pledge, and If the responsibility of ssll- 
lng the tobacco Is imposed on the society. 

be 1° H position to require its 
delivery when accessory. 

• • • 

No Arbitrary Price. 


Fourth—Thia pledge contains no artol- 
***0' Axed price at which /The tobacco 
shall be sold. Tula was ommlttod because 
It Is impossible before the crop is pro¬ 
duced to know what price should be «•>- 
cured. If the price were fixed now It 
would be only a gu.-sa, but after the ex¬ 
tent of the crop la known a price can he 
Axed that will be based on facts. Tho ar¬ 
bitrary price fixe#! in 19U6 and 1907 pledges 
tvas only obtained by cutting out the 190* 
crop. If an arbitrary price wore fixed 
In teh pledge it would furnish Information 
to the dumpers and buyers to enable tnorn 
to sell their tobacco at prices that would 
create dissatisfaction to tho pooler. 

• • • 

No Percentage Fixed. 

Fifth—No percentage Is fixed In this 
plndgc at which the pool shall become 
final. This clause, which was in tho for- 
mer pledges, was onunttted because the 
board was not sufficiently Informed os to 
the extent of this year's crop of Burley 
tobacco to interligcncly tlx a percentage. 
An unusually large crop Is planted. Many 
counties report a shortage on account of 
weather conditions. The larger tho crop 
the greater the percentage of tho pool 
should be. The tobacco outside of the 
pool will furnish tha ammunition to the 
trust. If the crop Is small the factories 
will need it alL If It Is large they may 
run on with a reasonable percentage for 
a time sufficient to break down the pooL 
The hoard will, between now und the 1st 
day of October, have time to Investigate 
and will secure Information as to the ex¬ 
tent of the Burley tobacco produced out- 
aide of this district. At the time the 

? ledge was adopted they had no such In* 
ormation except by rumor. They wtU 
also have exact and accurate Information 
as to all the tobacco unpooled In this dis¬ 
trict. When this Information Is collected 
they will know what percentage to Ox, 
but this board will declare tho pool off by- 
October l unless they are perfectly sat¬ 
isfied tliftt they have enough tobacco pool¬ 
ed to Insure success, 

Sixth—This pledge requires 10 per cent 
of the proceeds or the saJe to bo taken 
b> the grower In stock In the Burley To¬ 
bacco Comr any to be organized. This will 
be a corporation In which every grower 
has stock equal to 10 per cent, of the 
proceeds of his soles This will make a 
strong financial company, that will be 
able to take care of the handling, stor¬ 
ing. insuring, inspecting and financing of 
the 1909 crop.

Question of Insurance. 


To Settle Differences Between Burley 
and Equity Societies. 

Indianapolis. Ind„ Aug. 16.—<Spe¬ 
cial.)—In order that a settlement of 
the differences between the American 
Society of Equity and the Burley To¬ 
bacco Society may be reached, a meet¬ 
ing will be held at Bowling Green 
Thursday. The national directors of 
tho Equity Society met her© to-day. 
C. O. Drayton, president of tho Equity 
Society, . , aild he expects a representa¬ 
tive of the executive hoard of the Bur¬ 
ley Society to l>© present at the Bow¬ 
ling Green meeting. 

Objection was raised by the Equity 
Society to a clause In the Burley pledge 
giving the Burley organization ten per 
cent, of the gross soles for forming 
the pool. 

“We are not anxious to have two 
pools this year among the Burley 
growers." said Drayton. "In fact, that 
is a thing wo are trying to avoid. We 
have called the meeting at Bowling 
Green for the purpose of getting more 
light on tiie situation before we take 
any definite action." 

That there la a disposition among 
the directors of the Equity Society to 
reach a friendly agreement with the 
Burley growers was admitted by Dray¬ 
ton. The Equity Society. It seems, 
wants to be recognised as the h#*ad of 
the 1909 pool, although It wilt not 
cause a breach between the two or¬ 
ganization* if that point is not con¬ 
ceded. Hundreds of members of the 
Equity Society belong to the Burley 
organization, while there are some 
counties in Kentucky wh**re the 
Equity Society practically has all the 
Burley growers enrolled. 

Drayton said there was little doubt 
but that a friendly arrangement will 
be made by the two organizations by 
which there will be only one pool this 
year, lie declared that hla organiza¬ 
tion wants but one pool so that when 
buyers come there will be but one 
seller. He understands that In some 
counties a new pledge has been start¬ 
ed on behalf of the Equity Society, 
but it is the understanding that it 
will b« headed off by the national di¬ 
rectors until some definite terms are 
rvuchej between the two organiza¬ 
tions. 

Nothing of a definite nature, how¬ 
ever. will be done until after the con¬ 
ference at Bowling Green. 

D AM AGES OF $Z5,000 ASKED. 


Despite the action of the dairymen In 
having the health official* arrested last 
week, the work of applying the tu¬ 
berculin teat to herds of dairy cattle 
out In the county went on as If noth¬ 
ing out of the ordinary had occurred 
yesterday. Herd* of dairy cattle at the 
Home for the Aged and Infirm, the 
Eruptive Hospital and at the dairy 
farm of Scout Miller at Harrod's 
Creek wer*- tested. 

At the Home for the Aged and In¬ 
firm. Dr. Frank T. Elseman. Dr. B. W. 
Smock, I>r. W. A. Grace and Dr. J. O. 
Bumeson and a corps of assistants 
were madt* welcome by Superintendent 
Summer hay es. He Informed tho of¬ 
ficials that he was anxious to have the 
cattle supplying milk to the institu¬ 
tion te*t#‘d and the Infected animals 
destroyed. There are thirty-four cows 
In the herd at the Home for the Aged 
and Infirm, but four will be taken 
from the Eruptive Hospital nearby and 
tested with them, making thirty-eight 
In all- The officials will complete their 
work at this place some time to-day or 
to-morrow. 

At the dairy establishment of Scott 
Miller, at Harrod’s Creek. Dr. Norton 
Tierney began operation* yesterday at 
noon. He and hi* assistant* were oc¬ 
cupied until the shade* of night began 
to fall, applying the test to a herd of 
thirty-one cows. They met with no 
opposition at Mr. Miller* place and 
will get through by noon to-day.

Col. Scott Favor* Test. 


Dr. R W. Smock stated last night 
that the official* will. In the near fu¬ 
ture. test every herd of dairy c&ttle 
owned by'Institutions all over the 
State. In a personal Interview with 
Col. Albert Scott, of the St;*te Board 
of Control. Dr. Smock yesterday was 
Informed by Col. Scott that a meeting 
of the hoard will be called In the near 
future and the subject taken up. Col. 
Scott will recommend that thq board 
sanction the plan to have all dairy 
cattle tested.

Heretofore the society h.*a not been 
able to protect the gruwer In the matter 
of Insurance, financing or caring for the 
crop pledged to It. as the society has no 
capital stock or financial standing. 

insurant*#* ha* been eft to the reguar 
Insurance companies, that were In a po¬ 
sition to cancel their Insurance at any 
time, and destroy the value of the ware¬ 
house receipts on the growera* tobacco, 
and br«ak up the pool The board doc* 
not consider It safe to leave such an Im¬ 
portant mutter In the hands of strangers, 
who may be Influenced by the enemy. 

• • • 

Financing of Crop. 


The financing of tho crop Is even more 
essential. In 1906 and 1907. In some coun¬ 
ties. the pool was almost broken up and 
badly crippled by reason of the Inability 
of the counties to take care f the financ¬ 
ing and the crop In one county was en¬ 
tirely lost to the pool on thia account. 

A uniform system of handling the crop 
la found to be absolutely essential. Many 
counties have been unable to properly 
handle the crop, and aomo counties w>ore 
kept out of the pool on this account that 
othcrwUn would have pooled their tobac¬ 
co. There was no uniformity whatever In 
the handling of the 1906 and 1907 crop# 

All of these objects can be accom¬ 
plished by the (ormation of this company 
with capital and strong financial standing, 
and the growers can be naved many hun¬ 
dred* of thousands of dollars by this 10 
per cent clause. The certificate of stock 
which each grower holds in this company 
wilt have a money value with any hank 
whlhc will aeslst Mm. also, in securing 
funds to enable him to carry on his busi¬ 
ness. This stock will also pny good divi¬ 
dends to the holders. And this board rec- 
otnmends this stock should be neutrons- 
ferable unless two-thirds vote In that 
county advises otherwise. 

This explanation covers tha main fea¬ 
tures of this pledge. 

• • • 

Policy of Board. 

It Is the Intention of the board on or 
before the first day of October, after It 
ha* ascertained all the facta that can be 
obtained si to the extent of this year's 
crop and after the pledge* have been 
turned in. not to declare the pool a go 
on a bare majorltj of the board, but to 
take a vote by counties according to the 
amount pooled *hereln, and the pool will 
be declared off unless n vote of two-thtrda 
I* obtained In favor of making the pool 
final. 

As to financing, the board proposes to 
secure the necessary funds through the 
co-operation of the Burley Tobacco Com¬ 
pany. which will have capital stock and 
financial standing and will by Its inuors##- 
ment make tho contracts guod. Tilts to¬ 
bacco company will also, when neceaiutry. 
indor*#- the growers' warehouse receipts 
so a* to gtv#» them value and lend Its 
credit to these warehouse receipts In any 
bunk. Th© member# of thia hoard lm\e 
been assured by bankers In high stand¬ 
ing In this district that these receipts 
Indorsed by tho tobacco company would 
be Accepted as good collateral. It is the 
purpose of the board in the organicitioti 
of this Burlry Totmcco Company to muk#< 
provision for the warehousing and storing 
of the pooled tobacco In every county 
where tobacco U pooled. It will bu the 


Members of Dark Tobacco Associa¬ 
tion Sued In Federal Court. 

Clarksville. Tenn., Aug. 16.—Promi¬ 
nent nembers of the Dark Tobacco 
Growers' Association living In Mont¬ 
gomery and Robertson counties are 
being summoned to appear before the 
Judge of the Circuit Court of the Unit¬ 
ed States in the Sixth district on the 
second Monday In October to answer A. 
H. Card In, of Indiana, In an action for 
damages of 125,000. The suit Is tho 
outgrowth of night-rider troubles in 
this section. 

Mr. Cardin was an Independent to¬ 
bacco dealer, and last year suffered se¬ 
verely at the hands of the riders. 
It Is alleged. He removed to 
Indiana from Kentucky in order 
to institute proceedings In the 
Feleral Court.

RULING OF COUBT OF APPEALS 
ON IMPORTANT SUIT. 


APPEAL FROM FAYETTE. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Aug. 16.—(Special.)— 
At a period when money received from 
July dividend* is seeking Investment 
In Kentucky the question of taxation 
of shares of stock in corporations is 
relevant ami In that connection the de¬ 
cisions of the Court of Appeals, holdiug 
non taxable share* of slock In the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, is 
of conslderablo intereat. The opinion 
was handed down on the last day of 
the regular term of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, and has never been printed in 
full. The following is the opinion, 
which will be of interest to investors or 
those contemplating making Invest¬ 
ments In stock in corporations, cither 
local or foreign:

The Court’s Opinion. 


Court of Appeals of Kentucky, March 25. 
1909 —To be reported.—Cotumo*we«Uth of 
Kentucky, by John MvElioy, Sheriff, 
appellant, vs. Clor* Bell Walsh's Trus¬ 
tee, appellee. App#'al from Fayette Cir¬ 
cuit Court. Opinion of the court by 
Judge O'Rear. 

Ttie sole question on this appeal Is 
whether r>0U share* of the capital stock 
of the Western Union Tolegrapn Compa¬ 
ny held by appellee ai the several 
sesament periods for taxation for the 
years 1992, UNO, 19(4 and l*J6. were by the 
laws of Kentucky subject t#> taxation. It 
Is agreed that appellee owned the slock 
In Lhe several year* named and did not 
list for taxation, and that each share 
of stock was worth |90. The loner court 
held the shares to be nontaxsblc. and 
the Commonwealth has appealed. Tno 
corporation Itself, the We*Urn Union 
Telegraph Company, fully complied with 
the laws of Kentucky governing the tax¬ 
ation of foreign corporation* doing busi¬ 
ness and exerciaing a franchise within 
this State; It made report* to the S.at>? 
Board of Valuation and AssesHtmnt. con¬ 
forming in all respect* to the law. aa 
the basis of the iu#sea»rneni of lt» fran¬ 
chise os provided by law. which repots 
were approved and accepted by the State 
board, and that the corporation had paid 
In full the State, county ami city taxes 
due on th« asscs.wnent, and all taxes due 
on tangible property owned by it lit this 
State. It Is conceded that only about 1 
per cent, of the property of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company is situated and 
taxed in the State or Kentucky, and 9* 
per cent, of It is situated and taxed tn 
other State*. g 

It Is contended by counsel for appellee 
that Section 40W. of the Kentucky Stat¬ 
utes, exempt* from taxation the share* 
of stock of that corporation Sn th* hands 
of Its stockholder* The section reads a* 
follow**: 

“The Individual stockholders of the cor¬ 
poration which are, by this article, re¬ 
quired to report and pay taxes ujmjii 
their corporate franchise*, shall not bf> 
required to list their shares In such com¬ 
panies so long an the corporations pay 
the taxes on tho corporate property and 
franchise as herein provided." 

• • • 

Two Kinds of Corporations. 


IVrtctlic and foreign corporations that 
Dft> a franchise tax are assessed alike. 
»\ hr re they are common carriers, or tele- 
grai'f). or telephone companies, whose 
llnr* extend Into other Slat#** also, tha 
concern* «rc capitalized by the length of 
their lint* and amount of earnings in and 
out of Kentucky, and the proportion the 
part In Kentucky hears to the whole la 
deemed to represent all the Intangible 
property of the concern in Kentucky. In¬ 
cluding Its capital employed here. tSec- 
tlon 4*'M. Ky .Statutes.) As a matter of 
fact, none of their shareholders may b© 
citizens of Kentucky. Ur some or all may 
be. The Legislature pursuing a consistent 
course In the treatment of corporations 
doing business In the State, ha* selected 
tlie phase of that property which the cor¬ 
poration own* and employs here, which Is 
the easiest to find, and most certain to he 
reached, and taxed It m lieu of tha other 
phn*ea of property which It may have 
assented. No c.iirpuratlon operating a rail¬ 
road or telegraph line in this State could 
ooneval the fact. Anyone owning share* 
In aueh corporation might easily conceal 
the fact of his ownership and thereby 
escape taxation on his shores. The legis¬ 
lature has laid hold of the substance and 
Ignored it* shadow. When the corporation 
has pah! the tax on Its franchise, and 
on Its tangible property tn this State 
1 which it Is also required to do>. It has 
paid n all Its property In this State, tn- 
cludlr*: all Its f-ap'.ta! employed here, 
whether the share* bo owned by citizens 
of thl* Slate or not. The shares owned 
by appellee gave the right to share In 
tho dividends from the earnings of all the 
corporation's property, whether In or out 
of Kentucky. But the State was ignoring 
the thures here In order to Justify Its 
toxins the capital here, the latter being 
deemed the most certain and feasible sub¬ 
ject of taxation. Its course Included tax¬ 
ing that which wa* represented by and 
had the equivalent In value of the evi¬ 
dence of the property held by appellate.

Henderson Bridge Company vs. Common¬ 
wealth, 99 Ky., aLL to the latest, and con¬ 
sistently throughout, it nos been held 
that the tax lata upon the corporate fran¬ 
chise is a property lax purely, and J* tn 
fact the taxation of all lite Intangible 
property of the corporation, including It* 
capital. Throughout the Whole scheme of 
taxation adopted by thia State there is an 
evident purpose to avoid double taxation, 
not alone in not taxing the same property 
twice In th* same year for the same pur¬ 
pose, but aa well in not taxing the nun** 
thing, whatever its form, twice in the 
same year for the same purpose. Double 
taxation l* recognized as oppressive, and 
where it Is imposed upon some closers of 
property and not upon others, work* an 
inequality that Is fundamentally vicious 
While the Constitution requires that oil 
prop.-rty shall t#e taxed (Constitution. 
Section 171). and ttie General Assembly I-* 
prohibited fr##m extmptlng any property 
from taxation not speclticaUy exempted 
bv Section 170 of the Constitution, ft is 
not required that every ph**e of proper¬ 
ty shall be taxed. Nor Is it. Nor ho* it 
ever been.

Property Right. 


Property is the right to or interest In a 
thing A life tenant own* property In 
land; so does the remainderman, *o does 
the rcvlsloner: so docs the tenant for a 
term of > ears. Yet there la but the one 
thing. A corporation owns land. All It* 
capital Is la vested lu the land. The cor¬ 
poration own* its capital stock. The 
shareholder* own each their shares of 
capital stock Each is property. Yet. 
there is but one thing. When the thing 
Itself Is taxed at Us full value, every 
element of It 1* mudo to bear the tax. 
The whole Includes all lla parts. 

• • • 

State’* Tax. 

When the State lays a tax upon the 
whole, it hus made each of It* constituent 
part* contribute to the support of the 
Government. The manner ot claaslfytng 
property for purposes of taxation, so as 
to tax all that is not exempted by the 
Constitution, t* a matter left to the legis¬ 
lative wisdom. While it would be per¬ 
missible, without duubte taxation a* that 
term Is used, to tax the corporation upon 
Its capital, und the shareholder upon hla 
share, or the life tenant upon h»s estate, 
and the remainderman upon his, whether 
the State should resort to that form or 
the simpler onr of taxing once and at full 
value, the thing which represents the 
various properties bosml upon It. Is a mut¬ 
ter of legislative discretion always. It 
may be remarked that no State tox#*i 
every right or Interval In things which the 
law* recognize* as property. On the con¬ 
trary, the general course la to lay th* 
tux upon tho thing Itself, whether land, 
chattel, chattel real, or choie* in action, 
without noticing the various rntnuto sub¬ 
divisions of property that may be carved 
out of or Implied on the thing, upon the 
notion that property for purpose* of tux- 
ation Is the sum of Its various estates ar.d 
right*. Instance* occur where the par¬ 
ticular ©stat** or Interests ©och are tax-d. 
But they urv comparatively rare, and 
upon examination wUl b© found to pre¬ 
sent exceptional remans for the l©gulativ« 
action in segregating th•• principal thing 
Into parts for the purpose <>f taxation.

A Corporate Franchise. 

A* we hav© said, and repeated, a cor¬ 
porate franchise for purpose of taxation 
!* the sum or Its Intangible property. Th© 
Legislature might huv© directed th© con¬ 
stituent* of the franchise to have been 
nsa©As*-d separately. «* for example. Its. 
capital. It* surplus. Us chose* in action. 
But it has seen proper Instead to group * 1 
the*e things Into one. nnd tax the sum 

In no tnstnncc does (he Stale require 
the corporation, and th© shareholder, to 
each pav th*- fax upon the actual prop¬ 
erty. the title to which Is in the corpora¬ 
tion On the contrary, it is expressly 
provided In every instnm*© that where one 
P«iy» the tax. the o.h<-r need rot. It I-* 
a misnomer to sny that that is an exemp¬ 
tion from taxation. It Is noL It Is choos¬ 
ing the form of the property from among 
bwcral forms It may have assumed, which 


As a matter of fact th© franchise of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company as- 
svsswl In Kentucky la something near 
one million dollars. How much of tho/cap- 
itsl stock Is owned by citizens of Ken¬ 
tucky la not shown, nor la thcro any 
feasible way of finding ouL While It la 
true that the State may have taxed tho 
franchise, which includes the capital of 
the corporation, and taxed also tho share¬ 
holder upon hi* shares (Franklin County 
Court va. Deposit Bank. 67 Ky., $70) it 
has not done so. On the contrary. It has 
cxpresfly said <K>\ Slats. Section 40#» 
supra; thgt so long as tho corporation 
pays t.«x©s upon us corporate franchise 
und property th© shareholder shall not be 
required to Hat his sliares In such com¬ 
pany. 

Commonwealth vs. Lovell. Jr., trustee, 
21 Ky. L Rep., 106. Is thought to sustain 
a conlrsry view. But it doe* not. In that 
cos© the opinion disclosed that th© cor¬ 
poration did not pay a tax in this Slate 
upon it« franchise, but did pay taxes upon 
Its tangible property here. It waa held 
that Stetlua 40SS, Ky. Stat*., did not ap¬ 
ply In such state of ctao. To that con¬ 
struction we still adhere. 

City if Lexington vs Walsh’s trustee, 
Itl Ky L. K.. 40*. Is also cited, wherein 
it was observed, inter alia: 

"It nmy not be inappropriate to say 
that In our opinion the court ©rr©d to the 
prejudice of the city in holding Lhe lilu.'Ml 
of the Western Union Company stock not 
assessable in the hand* or the appellee, 
hut a* th© city did not prosecute a crus*, 
appeal w© ar© powerless to correct It. It 
teems to us. upon the whoh* case, that 
Appellee had been charged with a much 
less sum limn it shftuld have been. (Com¬ 
monwealth by etc. va. Mrs. H. L. Novell* 
trustee, opinion rendered April 26. 1*07, 30 
Ky L. K©p: *r*d Sting©* vs. tarter, 114 
tJ.

CHIEF PROBATION 

OFFICER RETIRES 


RE6IG NATION BECOMES EFFECT¬ 
IVE SEPTEMBER 1. 


SUCCESSOR TO HUGO KRAUSE 
NOT DECIDED UPON. 


The resignation Of the Rev. Reuben 
H. Moore a* chaplain at the Indiana 
Reformatory In Jeffersonville was ten¬ 
dered yesterday to MaJ. David C. Pey¬ 
ton. general superintendent. There Is 
no date specified for the resignation to 
take effect, but Mr. Moore expects to 
remain until his successor is appointed 
and arrives to take charge of the spir¬ 
itual education of the 1,250 convicts In 
the.Institution. The position pays 11.- 
800 1 per year and requires all of the 
time of the chaplain in charge, as there 
are a number of duties to be looked 
after. 

It is the Intention of Mr. Moore to 
return to acuve work, and he will ask 
the coming session of the Indiana 
Methodist Episcopal conference to as¬ 
sign him to a charge. He came to Jef¬ 
fersonville last September to succeed 
the Rev. W. E. Kdgln. who went to 
Martinsville, Ind . to take the pulpit 
there Mr. Moore had occupied for sev¬ 
en years. At that time Mr. Moore was 
in poor health and he went Into an 
arrangement with Mr. Kdgln for the 
two to exchange places, and the trans¬ 
fer was made by the conference. His 
health Is now considerably better than 
It was. 

Soon after MaJ. Peyton became gen¬ 
eral superintendent of the Indiana Re¬ 
formatory' Mr. Moore signified to con¬ 
fidential friends that he Intended leav¬ 
ing the Institution, but did not say 
when. Since coming to Jeffersonville 
he purchased property on East Chest¬ 
nut street with a view of remaining 
in the city permanently, but hs will 
now dispose of thia lyho Is being con¬ 
sidered as the successor of Mr. Moore 
has not been Intimated, but there is an 
exisUng belief that the next chaplain 
will be a Presbyterian, as that is the 
faith of MaJ. Peyton. For years It has 
been the custom at the Indiana Re¬ 
formatory for the spiritual adviser to 
be a minister of the church to which 
the general superintendent leans. 


WELL-KNOWN PROMOTER DEES. 


GOING TO CHICAGO TO LIVE. 


Rohy<M« now and September 1 the 
officials of the County Court will de¬ 
void their attention to securing a new 
chief probation officer to take the place 
Of Hugo Krause, who has been offici¬ 
ating in Doulsvlile and Jefferson coun¬ 
ty as probation officer for more than 
a year. It developed yesterday that 
Mr Krause tendered his resignation 
from the office he now holds to Judge 
Arthur Petor about three months ago. 
but for some reason no one saw fit 
to make an announcement. At any 
rato the resignation has been accept¬ 
ed to take effect September 1. when 
Mr. Krau^ will depart from this field 
to pursue his vocation in Chicago. 

Judge Arthur Peter yesterday ad¬ 
mitted that he had received Mr. 
Krause's resignation. Further than 
this he would not discuss tho matter 
a.* to who would be selected to fill the 
offic. when Mr Krause give* It up. Mr. 
Krause, however, states that he was 
Impelled to send the resignation in 
when he received an offer of a better 
position in Chicago. 

Tho Chicago position offered him, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Krause. Is that of ru- 
p'.-rint-ndent of the Anti-Cruelty So¬ 
ciety, an organization formed by Mr. 
Krauso himself before coming to Lou- 
StfVlUc, and which Is devoted to hu- 
thnn? work. Mr. Krause presided over 
tho destinies of this society for eight¬ 
een months prior to coming to Louis¬ 
ville, during which time he made a 
good record for promoting Its advance¬ 
ment along the lines mapped out. Prior 
to the successful launchdiifr of this 
organization Mr. Krause was for sev¬ 
eral years department manager of the 
Chicago Bureau of Charities. 

Mr Krause came to Louisville at 
the behest of the County Court, April 
21. 1908. to fill the office he now re¬ 
signs. He has been active in the per¬ 
formance of his duties here. 


Charles S. Knight, Who Built Elec¬ 
tric light Plant, Passes Away. 

A telegram received In Jeffersonville 
yesterday announced the death of 
Charles S. Knight at his home In Fort 
Wayne. No particulars were given re¬ 
garding the death, but Mr. Knight had 
been In bad health for several years, 
his chief aliment being insomnia, which 
finally resulted In other complications. 

Mr. Knight was widely known in 
Jeffersonville add built the present 
lighting system. He came to Jefferson¬ 
ville about ten years ago and secured 
& franchise for an electric light cupi- 
pany, of which he was the principal 
owner and which was known as the 
Jeffersonville Light and Pow««r Com¬ 
pany. This was granted on September 
29. 1899, and a few weeks later Ku 
cured another franchise for a water 
works, but this did not materialize. 
The light plant was built and after run¬ 
ning a short time w’ent Into the hands 
of a receiver. At last It was sold out 
and the United Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany absorbed all of the gas and elec- 
trlo plants In Jeffersonville. 

While Mr. Knight was manipulating 
his light deal In Jeffersonville he be¬ 
came involved In trouble that resulted 
in him being Indicted on the charge of 
attempting to bribe a member of the 
Jeffersonville City Council. At the 
trial Mr. Knight was acquitted without 
the Jury going out of the box. He then 
left Jeffersonville. 

Mr. Knight was 63 years old and had 
been connected with some Important 
interests at Fort Wayne. His father- 
in-law was the late Judge Cheney, who 
at his death left a fortune of several 
millions of dollars, one-fourth of which 
went to W. R. Cheney, formerly of 
Jeffersonville, but now of Redlands. 
Cal. At one period Mr. Knight was 
president of the Fort Wayne Electrical 
Company, which was absorbed by the 
General Electric Company.
